I amassed a ^eat coHectiox 
of pictures and stories ?bout Aus 
tralia with emphasis on Anak^^ 
sharks> and the oiutback, The5< 
wer^ a big fuccess. 

Supply teaching has many prat 
tical advantages for the teacher 
from overjsf^i who wants? to wor' 
ojvty for a limited time. The grEi: 
advantage h that you can teac': 
as little or as much as you plea!c<^ 
You may teach for two week 
spend a woek la Cwmwrnll, com 
biclt^ and teach for three day , 
and then lake the ncut day oil ii» 
go to Wimhlcdou ^ — idesai fot ihr 
tourist. 

The pay is good, although yo r 
muii remember that you are onl 
paid for the day* yau work ani 
get no holiday pay at all. If 
you itay Iciss than two years yoj 
pay no tax^ which makes a gre;:! 
difference in England. 

With a two-year training coorr' 
and four yeari' expericncej, I wa* 
earning about £5 Aust. ft (iay - 
enough to live in London and las ' 
for a trip to the Continent. 

After my first year had cadcii.

through the East India Company, fomied 
at the e^d of the l6Lh century. Through- 
out the 17th century tha« wai a great 
vijgue for ChtEi<5c p«tieni% ai icftrt the 
iacrquered fnmiturf atid other Lntported 
pieces. 

The next itep in the hiiiory of £ng]i«h 
iilv«r is the Giorioui Revolution of L68B. 

Although it brought with it a Dutch 
protestanf, William of Orange, to lh< Eng- 
Ikb throne, the somewhat bourgeois 
Dutdi Mifiiiencfr began to dUnlnUh and 
was replaced hy the highly aristocratic 
French ta«e. 

This was due to the immigmtian of 
French prniestants (Hugueiii>t$), who Aed 
lo England to escape retigkitts persecution 
after the revocatioa of the Edict of Nantes 
in 1685, v/hkh had granted them freedom 
of worship. 

There they set up in competition with 
the tmtive craftanen, and with iheir 
fashionable deaigm, ne^ techniquei, ^d 
cut prices made their prfisence felt. iiL 
shi>rt» they brotight a new life to the 
sobering Ei^jish sHver. 

The diver of thif period, knuwu as 
QUEEN ANNE (1 702-1 7 14 J — though 
it persUted during the reign of George I 
(i? 14-1727) — wat functionai in style 
and noted for hs beauty of outline, sldl- 
fui clear-rut moulding and faceting. 

QoKn Anoe silver a regajrd«t hy tx- 
perla as the most piosin^ in the whole 
hiAlvry of the art. 

The mnre ujmptuoujiiy decorated Qoe^ 
Anne ityic (niade by the Huguenot ^Uver-^ 
smibbs) e^-mtually inumphed over the 
pUinet Qu«en Anne work Imadc by the 
native craftsmen) and led to the next 



ityle in English silver^ which was to 
aZuorbed with decoratioD that it threat- 
ened to ignore deiign and outline. 

From 1730 it was knovm as the 
ROCOCO ityie — and it ouuied sym- 
metry, which hiid directed the design of 
jqJver for mo^re than 100 years, wiih its 
new, undiiciplined asymmetrical lines^ 

The style came to England favm 
France with Paul dc Lamerie^ a teading 
silveTSiath of his geacnition who bad 
meh an ioflnsuiie em the Rncoco that ft 
came to be known to maoy a^ the Laroerie 
style. 

An extravagantly decorative ityle, it 
sacrificed shape to ornament and wju per- 
haps best displayed when caat and ehased, 
altnmigb it w*i more often embossed. 
Typical decoiative motifs were floral de- 
iignd, !m:: roll work, mask^ shells^ pierced 
work, and "chinolnerie." 

The end of the Rococo period came 
in I77G. The style that succeeded it was 
the resuk of studies of classical an, 
through disco^'erieH in the excavation ol 
Ilercnbneum and Pompeii^ begun during 
the preceding 30 years. 

The NEO-CLASSICAL ityk with tti 
adaptation of ancient Greek and Roman 
de*i|^ to modem need meant a break 
in the contemporary foreign influence 
which had prrviousiy played sueh a brge 
part in the drv<"lopment of English silver. 

Amotig tho^ who helped popularise it 
were the brothers Adam, although their in- 
fluence was indirect ^ — through their archi- 
tectural work and Robert Adam's books 
on archaeology. They ihetnielves were not 
silversmiths. 

The elegantly shaped Neo*<:iasfflcal silver 
was often decorated with flora] wags and 



dmpcd linen suspended between oval 
diieids, fluting, rims* and lioni* heads, 
medallions^ and various types of acandius 
leafage. 

However, hy the end of the 16 th cent- 
ury^ the French influence had begun to 
asKert itself nnre more^ U&der Napaletirt 
French creative work was largely basrd 
on his swetpiifig military victdrjeSi and 
before lonf; the ll^t and elegant English 
manner ^ve way to a more monumental 
style, whjch became heavier as it irKreased 
its h-jld on English aiivervmithi^ 

The period known as C^IORGIAN is a 
long, transitional one^ embf^cinir the 
Rococo style, during the reigns of GeoTKe 
I { 1714^1727) and Geor^ O (1727-1760), 
to the Neo^Claaical period^ which end^ 
with George II Ti reign^ in IfllO. 

In that year George 111, who had 
occupied the throne since £760, was de- 
clared insane. Government of the counLFy 
was taken over by his «n» under die title 
of Prince Re;gent. 

Silver of the period luuw^ aa the 
REGENCY O&U-l^) called after 
this prince. {He rtigned as George tV. 
182(1^1630.) 

Regency ^ver was monumental and 
pompous in lines, and was weU Jiuited for 
the ceremonial purpo«e» for which it was 
intendedL 

The modem collector would have more 
use for the Sticr earlier pietes, which were 
simply decorated with beading or ribhed 
borderi^ but which, as the period prp- 
greased, gave way to maiiive natnralutic 
floral ornament. 

The chief exponent of the Regency style 
was Pan] Storr^ who made many pieces 
for ihe Prince Regent (he ordered pieces

Claffiical rtylett and the 
Rococo wen reintrDdticed Lit the 'thirtici, 
and combined with the greatest degree of 
incompatibility. The ornament of the past 
wfti Linsuccejiisfully combined with the 
shapes oi the day. 

By rhe 'fortieaj one new JtyJe did 
emerge " NATUHAUSM, in which the 
form, aj: wctl ai the decoration, was often 
dictated by tJte name. The nnaUer earlier 
pieces were charming, but mid-Vktorian 
exaggeration was to ittiaiulate a wave of 
criticlim. The ityle continued during the 
'hftles, but was noi highly regarded. 

With the lavealioii of electroplating in 
the ]840s» *nd acecFcrated mediodi of 
mad« pttidiietiao whkh led lo inferior 
quality, |he art of malting ialvcr ai a 
cn,U was oa the dowoluU.

However, it want*! [oa^ before many 
cominercial firms realiied die attraction 
of hand-made piecei^ and be^n to adopt 
the techniques of the Am and Craftp 
Movement.

• Beware of "faked desjgns,"' which may 
havtf^ been done pver an Initial or croi. 
They are easy mmtgh to detect on close 
inspection. 



• Beware of ^'pattdieL'* If you suipect 
a piece, blow on it, and a line will appear 
around the area wbjcb haa been piUcficd. 

• ALwayi make sure of the integrity of 
twD-pair piecet, mrh a* a covered diih, 
where ihi- lid ma:y have a different hall- 
ma/k from the base part. 

* Look for your tilver in secondhand

MATTING: Dull roughoied surface 
produced on silverware by repeated punch- 
ing wiih a burred tool. Much used tn mtd- 
J7th century on tankard and cup bodies. 

MAK£R*S MARK: Distinguishiog mark 
of individual silveraniith struck on every 
piece of plate from liii workshop, first 
enforced in London in 1363. 

NIELLO: fiUck alloy containing lead 
inlaid decorativety on silver. Much used in 
1 9lh-cer*tury Kussian (Tula) work. Boxes 
made there in ISlh century (called niello 
boxes) have actual date ttanupcd tm with 
hall mar kt. 



NICKEL StLVERi Silver-pbted on 
white alloy. 

PUNCHED WORK: Method of embosi^ 
iu^ with bluni punches grouped to form 
primitive floral designs, often used in 17th- 
century silver woit 

PLATE; General name for wrought Jiil- 
ver or gold. I^ter applied to imitative 
wares of Sheffield and to electroplate. 

PLAQUETTES: Square, oblong, or 
Dva!-shaped decora tioni used from the 15ih 
century onward to decorate household 
wteniils and fumiiure. Very popular in 
Italy and Germany. 

PARCEL-GILT: Pbte decorated by 
partial application of gilding. 

REVERE, Pan! (1735-1618); Basi^ 
sJlversmiih whose work is notable for ils 
Rococo aati Neo-clasiical expT^snon. 

RAM'S ' HEAD MOTIF i Decorative 
moUf representing a ram^s head mask, of 
classical derivation. Rarely seen before 
Adam period. 

RAISING; Techiuque of forming a 
hollow vessel from sheet lilver by succes- 
sive rows of hammering on wood block, 
stretching ajid curving metal. Hardened 
by hammering, silver is annealed or 
softened by repeatedly being raised to 
ted-hot heat. 

STERLING STANDARD: Reccgnised 
standard for wrought plate in British 
Isles, Establiihed in London in 1300, in 
force liU 1696, when replaced by 
Britaruiia Standard tiU 1720, when sierlinif 
again became legal. Sterling consists of 
92b parts silver tn 1000 parts wrought 
meiai. 

STAMPED WORK: Relief omamenl 
produced by hammering from reverse into 
intaglio-cut die, common in 16th-century 
strapwork and borders. In bte l&th 



century il developed on commercial 
scale with large din at Sheffield and 
Birmingham for candlestick*^ dishes. 

EILVER-GILT: Silver with applied 
surface of gold. Traditional technique con- 
sists of painting on amalgam of m^cury 
and gold, wilh mercury driven off by heat 
so thai gold combines with silver. Modern 
technique — t'lectro-gilding — consisis 
nf an electric currenl in bath of gold 
solution- 

SHEFFIELD PLATE: Earliest^ most 
effective substitute for wrought silver* 
invented by Thomas Boluover m 17+3. 
Composed of copper ingor fused to 
thinner one of fiilvcr and rotted to requisite 
thickness, metah remaining in same relative 
proportions when rolled. First u!h^! a« 
material for buttons smd other small 
articles, hut iltei 1765 for every type of 
vessel 

SCORPER-. Small chisel for sigraving 
silver with blade? of various shapes. 

TABLE SERVICES: Matching sets of 
spoons, forks, and other tableware, CoUcc- 
tors rarely find complete sets of silver 
V!rvii:es made tefore end of I 7th century* 
Ma^in paiiems are:

Oval forms were intro- 
duced in about 1730 with picre«l bodies 
and swing handles. _Later these were re-

CHATELAINE: Silver brooch originally 
worn by the nusiress of tbe h^iise, at the 
waiif^ and from it suspended by a rhaJo 
Rnvall objects ludi as keys, watches, and 
nutmeg graters. In the late l^th century 
became onmmentalt and rare examples are 
Kt with earner, 

CHOCOLATE POT: Ksdnjfuished 
from the coffee pot by a detachable or 
sliding eover finiat concealing a hole for 
inserdofi of a swbzle-ftick for stirring the 
chocolate. 

COASTER: Receptacle for moving 
wine, beer, and food oti the dining table, 
introduced before 1750. Fitted nometiinefi 
with small wheels for ease of movemen L 
nlvCT coasters have pierced or solid sides 
and usually a turned wooden base: iSth- 
century specimens scarce. 

CREAM KASKET: Small ^ver ™e or 
boat-shaped baaket, pierced or plain, intro- 
duced about 1760^ oFtoi matching larger 
pieces For sugar. 

(mEAM EWER (small jug): Fa^on- 
Jbje 1760 onwards. 



ECUELLE: French form of a shallow^ 
ciicnlar soup bowl and cover with flat 
handles at the sidej aod a circular dish 
itand. Ijite 17Lh lo mid-1 Sth century; also 
fouEid in English silver. 

EPERGNEi Silver (or porcelain) centre- 
piece of elaborate design, with numeroui 
diy he^ for fruit, swretmea ts or flowers. 

FETTER CHAIN: Chain worn as an 
ornament with elongated links, 

FLAGON] Idrge pcar^dhaped wine serv- 
ing vcisel cloiely relate] to the tankard. 
Exi;:ept for chnn:h use, is rare after 1 6th 
century. 

FREEDOM BOX: Small oblong ^tver- 
Eilt box cuuiaining script proclaiming the 
freedom of a towii, partfeularly popular in 
Ireland from late 1 3th or early \%th 
century^ 

GOURD CUF: Tall »Uvcr cup made in 
the 16th and 1 7th centuries in a form 
reminiscent of a gourd, supported aume- 
times on ^ (willed tree-shaped steni> 

HASH-DISH? Ctrt^ar, itraigfat-dd^d 
dish of silver or plate with eloK-fittlng 
cover and drop-rinj; handles, similar in 
looks and function to a vegetable dish. 
SometiiDes has stand and warming-lampt 
18th, I9ih centuries. 

LOVEBIRD THUMB FIECEs Thumb 
pieces found on tankards representing 
two birds, their heala joined^ surmounted 
by a volute (decoration in form of scroll). 
UmaUy found late l7th century. 

LOVING CUP: Otinkinff vessel with 
two handles, originaJly used for toasung. 
Queen Anne period. 

MAIDEN^D SPOON: Spoon with a 
Bnial in the form of a female bust tradi- 
tionally representing the Virgin Mary. 
(Koted in 15ih century.) 

MARROW SPOON: F™n carlv J8th 
rraitiify onwards, long narrow-bowled 
spoon lisudly dcuyc-cnded with two 



widths of bowl^ for eating bone-marrow* 
Alternative version has normal labl^poon 
bowl and mari ow bovkl tn place of handle. 

MAZARlNEt Pierced, flat silver ittmin- 
ing plate u&ed with fish dishes. 

MONTE A CAGE: Ele^nt silver 
framework in which fine snuff-boxta and 
nece&saires were mounted. 

MOTJSTACHECUP: Cup with a apeen 
to protect the mquslache from moist urc 
when driiikinc; popular in ^''ictorian times. 

KECE^^IRE: Container for miicel- 
laneom small objects, c.g > peucils, cottons, 
scent bottlesr ^isurs^ i.wee2er&. 

PAP-BOAT: Shallow oval bowl with 
tapering itp or ipout at one end for feed- 
ing itifantj. Surviving stiver pieces date 
From iSth century. 

PEG TANKARD; Rare l7thHrentury 
uin|;ard, the inside fitted with a vertkal 
row of ituds to measure drinking. 

PLATEAU; Flat stand for a centre- 
piece^ usitaity of silver, with nurror centre; 
early 19th century. Popular Vietorian 
period. 

POMANDER {from French pommt 
d'^mhr^): Snail boK for iweet-jcmeUiog 
spices. 

PRESENTOIR: Fifteenth-cmiury serv- 
ing knife with a thin broad blade, with 
edges either parallel or widening toward 
the pointf which was either cut 9(|uaie or 
slightly rounded. 

PUNCH BOWL: Large circular b«wl 
ranging in sise from half-ptnt to 12 quarts, 
for serving punch. Silver punch bowls 
are wiib or without drop-ring haiKllesT 
and were used from late 1 7th century on- 
wards ^t Kame time as "Monteitha," which 
were punch bowls with indented rims. 

RAT-TAIL SPOON: Principal form of 
inpoon (late I7th or early 18th century) dis- 
tinguj^hed by a tapering itb running down 
the back of the bowK 
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OhtIcs TI cshuUc cup, Load^n 
1679. Used for serving warm- 
spic«d gitieL Maker not kaown. 




ROSEWATER EWER ^m DISH: 
Used for fingtr-H'aaiinig at (abk. Exiant 
silver otajriples from l6th century on. 
EKihes circutar or tjvul, ewcra chiefly vasc- 
or hrLniiet-shaped. ImporCint pieces of 
decorative plate dbplayed hi|;hexL fiartd- 
dktdi of ornameat and design of their 
periods. 

SALVER: Flat drcular pkte for pre^ 
scnung flfJier ve6»ls. Early silver examples 
kav-e a c^trsZ Jipreading foot, but from 
abcH}( 1725 were suppdri;ed on small Ie*Jt. 
Clmird or plain centres. 

SEAL-TOP SPOON; Most cnmmoQ

SILVER BALLS: Very rare. U^de 
duriisg Queen Aunt pcdod. 

SLIP-TOP SPOON: Early ipoon with 
seeded stem And slopmg or bc^'elled end. 
Medieval or raid- 1 7th cKitury. 

SOllFFLE DISH: Silver or pUted 
cylindriraj bowl with liner, uWUy two- 
b^dledp to bfild jKniffld, introduced in 
19th cmtnry, 

SOY FRAME: Silver or pUtfd oval 
stand with ring inmc for holding soy or 
sauce bottlia. Introduced in bte iBtb 
CCfltniy. 

STANDING CUP: I^rgi: ceremonial or 
dernrative cup on Ki^h ttem 4nd foot, 
found lo the eaid of the ]7th century, 
uiuiLlly with ltds, 

STANDING SALT: Large italt cellar, 
90inctimf*s mcaiuring as much fla 12- 15 in. 
tn height, aluv^ys the richly dr<^i?t«i focal 
point of the medirv^ bjgh banquet table. 

S"mPLE CUP: Specific form of the 
itanding cup, ^rmounted by a pyramid

STRAWBERRY DISH: Name given Ux 
amaH snucfr-like dliihcs of I7ih or early 
iSih cimtury, the early niamplca with 
punched decorsitton, the bter ones with 
fluted scalloped horde ti. 

SUCKET FORK: Siivcr two-pronged 
fork with flat handle, hpoon at other end, 
used for ^tiiL^ fruit- 

SUGAR TuNCS; ScLsiar-diaped tongs, 
Jflth century. 

STLIMP-TOP SPOON: Rare I7th^ 
century spoon wirh eight-sided stem, nveU- 
ing at thjJ «nd and diuliniAhing tti a point. 

SUGAR BASKET: Pierced w pbin 
ulver vascft or boat-diaiH^d baskelj were 
made from about 1760. Pierc^ pieces 
usually have a swin^ handle and glaxs 
lining; often tnade with matching cream 

SWEETMEAT BASKET: SmaU oval or 
circular siivrv buket introduced about 
1740^ found separately or on one of the 
bn^nehw ol an epfrgnt Early examples 
mostiy picnred with cast floral borderi, 
later ones iolid and decorated with engrav- 
ing. 

TEA CADDIES; Gontahiers for storing 
lea, Caddies vrere invariably filled with 
locltji, brcauiic when tea wa,i an expettxivt 
luxury it was the custom to lock up the 
family'* tea in the caddy. Sometimci:

TOILET SERVICE; Silver or silver- 
mounted ebony or tortolseabdl sets of 
toilel'hoxes^ vases, mirror, caudleiiticks, 
brushes, etc, of great magniitccnce, intro- 
duced after the Restontkin, and lasting 
inifi the 16lh century, when they were 
replaced by wooden dr^ftg^n^s with 
silver- motuited gliisi fittings. Very rare. 

VINAIGRETTE; SmaU boji fiti«J with 
hinged inner Ijd or grille, perforatedt or, 
more often, claboTairty pierced, to hold a 
perfumed sponge. The scent escapej when 
the bo^ is opened. Often beauufully 
engraved or chased vinaigreties were 
introduced in the laie 1 8th century, 
and wcrr made in the shape of books, 
purtiL**, eggs^ fte. Invariably 19th-cEiitury 
e£3inp^es found now, and hat pieces 
have Birmingham assay mark. 

WINEpBOTTLE STAND: Silver oval 
bowl on moulded stand for holding early 
form of glaid wine bofiie, wiiJi munded 
bait, dating from early ISth centurj'. 
Col let tors hjive sometimes mistaken 
farliest iirrviving examples as sugar bowls- 

WINE COOLER: Silver or plated vefflcl 
for keeping :i single wine bottle in cold 
water or rce* common arier 1780 in vase- 
or tub-shape. 

WINE CUP: Stnall silver goblet on High 
aiem. conimon in late lGLh-l7ih renturyp 
and Regency period. Also known as grace 
cups; some examples have small trumpet- 
shaped foot in place of stem. 

WINE FOUNTAIN: Lar^c va^e sStapcd 
silver um with tap on body made in late 
17th or early t8th century, uted fo keep 
wine. Numerous English examples survive.

CLEANING AND CARING 



THE best insurancr for preserving 
silver Is — use ill 
If in coniimjal. use, yonr silver articles 
wiU need (C53 polishing and should nor 
need more than a ^oad wash m Hot soapy 
water, bui always with some cloudy 
ammoniit idded to the water, Rirpe 
thoroughly^ again in warm water, then dry 
with a cloth m chamois. 

If not in coniinual use, the best method 
of cleiioln]^ silver is with a good brand of 
proprietary cleaner, which uj^ually tson- 
tains a red powder known as *' Jewel let's 
rouge * and an abrasive, mixed with spkii. 

This cleaner ia put on i*ith a soft rag, 
left to dry, smd thai bulled wid] a soft 
duster or chamois. 

Fur elafxiraiely orimmentd pans, tt&e a 
ftnt soft bruili with ammoiua and 
powdered chalk. 

• Give frper\nl aittention to silver salt 
celbirs^ aj. sab corrodes silver badly. 

• Do not use silver spoons with eggs — - 
sulphur contained b them attacks STver. 

• Ekt not leave diver wet, as. most tap 
water contains chloride, which disc^Lors 
silver. 

• If ymt store ^\vtt not in frequent use. 
be siiie to wrap it in tisue paper or flan- 
nelctie hags {which you can make yourself) 
and far sway FiH^ni the djscolotin^ effects 
uf damp air. 

• Wash Eniide teapots with borax. 
Some modL-m lilver cfoes not need 

cleanins at all; it has bcsen ipcciaUy treated 
with silicones to withuand tamUh. It ii 
ntm- po^ihle tit have this special treatment 
applied to old silver. 

• SILVER GILT: flrilbam tflth-century 
goldsmith Paul de Ijimerie advised": 
'Clean if with only warm water and soap, 
Uiing a sponge^ and then wash it with 
clean water. Dry with a soft linen cloth, 
dien keen it in a dry place, as the damp 
will spoil it,"

successful methfjd for iHvor gilt than this.
